According to the existing orders, cvery person newly appointed to 
Government Service whether permanently or tcmporarily should produce 
satisfactory proof of date of birth to the Appointing Officer or Ilead of the 
Onice as ihe case may be. Once the date of birth has been accepted and 
recorded in the service register, it should forin conclusive evidence of the 
same in respect of all future Government transactions. The cntry in the 
service register should be full and it should indicate on what cvidence the 
date of birth is accepted by the Appointing Officer of the Head of Office. 
No:mally corrections of date: of birth in the service testers are made only 
in exceptional cases based on those made in the School records in regard to 
which the Commissioner for Government Examinations is the competent 
authority . In G.O.Ms. No. 39 /72/ PD datal 22-1-1972 Coverantent have 
ordered that except in exceptional cases where it has been adequately made 
out that the concerned officer did not au could not have an opportunity to 
make any request for correction or alteration of his date of birųh , such 
requests from Government Servauts will noc be allowed within two years of 
the date of their retirement. Govo mami wish to clarify that the mere 
correction of the date of birth in the School records of a Covernment Servant 
by the Commissioner for Government Examinations by itself dors not cast 
any obligation on the Government to carry on that correction in the service 
book of the Government Servant concerned as a matier of course and that 
the Government reserve the right to consider the merits ofsuch cases inde 
pendently taking in to account the conditions stipulated in the G.O.M19 .

Whereas the Government of Kerala are of the opinion that it is 
necessary and expedient so to do for maintaining the supplies of certain 
foodstuffs and for securing their equitable distribution and availability at 


fair prices; 


Now , therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by subsections (1), 
and (2) of section 3 of the Essential Commodities Act, 1955 (Central Act 10 
of 1955 ) read with the order of the Government of India in the Ministry of 
Agriculture, (Department of Food ), No. GSR . 316 (E ) dated the 20th June, 
1972, published in the Gazeite of India Extraordinary Part II section 3 
subsection (i) dated the 20th June , 1972 GSR 452 ( E ) dated 25th October, 
1972 published in the Gazette of India Extraordinary, Part II, section 3 , 
subsection (i) dated 25th October, 1972 and GSR 168 ( E ) dated 13th March , 
1973 published in the Gazette of India, Extraordinary Part II, section 3 
subsection (i) dated 13th March , 1973, and with the prior concurrence of 
the Government of India , the Government ofKerala hereby make the 
following order , namely : 


The Kerala Hydrogenated Vegetable Oils (Vanaspati) and 

Baby Food Dealers Licensing Order, 1975 . 
1. Short title, extent and conmencement.- (1) This order may be called 
che Kerala Hydrogenated Vegetable Oils (Vanaspati ) and Baby Food Dealers 
Licencing Order, 1975 . 

(2 ) It extends to the tvhole of the State of Kerala . 

( 3 ) It shall come into force atonce . 
2. fefinitions. In this order, unless the context otherwise requires - 

(a ) " Dealer" means a person engaged in the business of purchase , 
sale or storage for sale of any one of the notified foodstuffs in quin ity of 
5 kgs. or more at any one time of each item of otificd foodstuffs or in 
quantity of 10 kgs. or more of all notified foodstuffs taken together and 
includes Commission agents , engaged in such business, but does not include 
a person engaged in such business on Government or Food Corporation of 
India account or a person who sells or stores for sale any kind of notified 
foodstuffs produced by fim . 
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(b ) " Manufacturer " or " Producer " means a person engaged in the 
business ofmanufacture or production of the notified foodstuffs and who sells 
the stock of notified foodstuffs to a retailer or a wholesaler. 

(c) " Distributor ” means a person engaged in the distribution of a 
notified foodstuff to the dealers. 

(d ) " Notified Food stuffs” means any one or more of the foodstuffs 
specified in schedule I to this order and includes products of such foodstuffs . 

(e) " Form ” means a form set- forth in schedule II to this order . 

(f ) " Lice.ising authority " means the Collector of the District and 
includes the District Supply Officer ; 

(g ) " Retailer " means a dealer who is not a wholesaler ; 
(h ) " Government” means the Government of the State of Kerala; 
(i) “ Commissioner" means the Commissioner of Civil Supplies. 

( j). “ Wholesaler " means a dealer who sells any kind of notified 
foodstuffs to other dealers or to bulk consumers , and includes agents of 
manufacturing company. 

(k ) “ Establishment" means catering establishments, institutions , resi 
dential establishments, manufacturing establishments industries, animal 
establishments and any other establishment or class of establishments which 
the Government or the Commissioner may declare to be establishments for 
the purpose of this order . 

3. Limit of possession by persons other than dealers. - A person other than 
a dealer shall not keep in his possession at any timemore than 20 kgs . of 
hydrogenated vegetable oil or 10 kgs. of other notified foodstuffs in all: 

Provided an establishment may keep with it quantities of hydrogenated 
vege :able oil andnotified foodstuffs in excess of the limits mentioned in this 
clause if it declare its intention in writing so to do to the Taluk Supply 
Officer and agrees to abide by the decision of the taluk supply officer in 
regard to the quantity which may be kept by it . 

4. Dealer not to with -hold stocks from sale. — No dealer shall with -hold 
from sale any notified foodstuffs ordinarily kept for sale . 

5. Price list to be displayed at place of business . Every dealer shall 
exhibit at the entrance or someother prominent place of his business 
premises, the price list ofnotified foodstuffs held by hin for sale . Such price 
list shall be legibly written in the principal language of the locality concerned . 
It shall indicate separately the stock and the prices of different varieties of 
notified foodstufs. 

6. Dealer to maintain accounts.- (1) Every wholesale dealer and retail 
dealer shallmaintain a register of daily accounts for each of the notified 
foodstuffs showing correctly . 

(a ) the opening stock on each day; 

(b ) the quantities recieved on each day showing the place from 
where and the source from which received . 
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(c) the quantities delivered or otherwise removed on each day show . 
ing the places of destination; and 

( d ) the closing stock on each day . 

(2 ) Every wholesale dealer or retail dealer shall complete his accounts 
for each day on the day to which they relate unless prevented by reasonable 
causes, the burden of proving which shall be upon him . 

(3 ) Every wholesale dealer shall submit to the District Collector or any 
other officer authorised by him in this bchall , a true return of the stocks, 
receipts and deliveries of each of the notified foodstuffs every fortnight ( 1st 
to 15th and 16th to the end of the month ) so as to reach the District Collec 
tor or the Officer authorised , within 3 days after the close of the fortnight. 
Every retail dealer shall submit to the Taluk Supply Officer/City Rationing 
Officer of the area concerned a similar return in form " D " for every month 

as to reach the officer concerned within 3 days after the close of the 
month . 

(4) Every distributor shall intimate the Commissioner of Civil Supplieſ 
and the District Collectors of the District concerned the details of stock os 
different foodstuffs received showing the source of receipt, quantity received 
within 24 hours from the date of receipt along with a statement showing 
the full address of the persons to whom the stock is proposed to be sold . 
This should be in duplicate ; one copy to be received back duly Acknow 
ledged by the officer concerned . 

(5 ) The manufacturer or distributor shail maintain accounts for the 
issue and closing balance of stock of each of the notified foodstuffs and shall 
submit to the Commissioner of Civil Supplies or any officer authorised by 
him in this behalf, a true return of the stock accounts every fortnight (1st 
to 15th and 16th to the end of the month ) so as to reach the Commissioner 
of Civil Supplies or the oficer authorised , within 3 days after the close of 
the fortnight. 

7. Regulation of supply and distribution .- (1) Every manufacturer/pro 
ducer/distributor/wholesaler or retailer for notified foodstuffs shall, for the 
due performance of his duties urder this order, comply with any directions 
issued by the Commissioner or Civil Supplies or any officer authorised by 
him in this behalf; 

(2) Every distributor , dealer or agent shall on receipt of the notified 
foodstuffs in pursuance of an order may under sub -clause ( 1) or otherwise 
shall distribute the same in accordance with this direction issued by the 
Commissioner of Civil Supplies or any Officer authorised by him in this 
behalf; 

(3 ) Every manufacturer, producer, distributor, dealer or agent shall 
sell notified foodstuffs at the price fixed by the Central Governinent or by 
the State Government. 

8. Wholesale and retail dealers to issue receipt or invoice . Every wholesale 
dealer . or retail dealer shall issue to each customer a correct receipt or 
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invoice as the case may be, showing his own name and address , the name and 
address of the customer, the date of transaction , the quantity sold , the 
price per unit of sale and the total amount charged , and shall keep a dupli 
cate of the same to be available for inspection on demand by the Commis 
sioner, the District Collector or any other officer authorised by the Com 
missioner or the District Collector in this behalf. 

9. Wholesale and retail dealers to give facilities for inspection.-- Every whole 
sale dealer or retail dealer shall give all facilities at all reasonable times to any 
officer of the Civil Supplies Department not below therank of Taluk Supply 
Officer, any officer of the Revenue Department not below the rank of 
Tahsildar , any officer of the Sales Tax Department not below the rank of 
sales tax officer or any officer of the Police Department not below the rank 
of Sub Inspector, for inspection of his stocks and accounts at any shop , 
godown or other place used by him for the storage, sale or purchase of the 
notified foodstuffs . 

10. Licensing of dealers.- No person shall carry on business as a wholesale 
or retail dealer except under and in accordance with the terms and condi 
tions of a licence issued in this behalf by the licei sing authority : 

Provided that the existing dealers shall bc deemed to be licensees under 
this order for a period of two months from the date of issue of this order . 

11. Issue of licence – ( 1) Every application for a licence or rencwal 
hereof shall be made to the licensing authority in Form " A " . 
( 2) Every 

licence issued , reissued or renewed under this 
order shall be in form " B " . 

( 3) Both the wholesale and the retail licences shall not be granted to a 
single dealer: 

Provided that Governn ent may, if they are satisfied that it is necessary 
so to do in the public interest, by written order and stating the reasons 
therefor, exempt any dealer from the provisions of this sub - clause . 

12. Period of licence and fees chargeable.- ( 1 ) Every licence granted under 
this order shall be valid for the period ending with the 31st March of the 
financial year in which it is issued and may be renewed for a further period 
of one year at a 

(2 ) The Fces chargeable in respect of each licence shall be as specified 
below namely : 
for issue of a licence 

Rs. 10 
for renewal of licence 

Rs. 5 
for issue of a duplicate licence Rs. 20 
(3) A separate licence shall be obtained by a dealer for each place of 
business . 
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- 13. Deposit of security .-- Every dealer who is granted a licence under this 
order , shall before the licence is issued to him , deposit the amount specified 
below with the licensing authority for the due performance of the conditions 
subject to which the licence is granted to him . 

(i) if he is a retailer Rs. 50 and 

( ii) if he is a wholesaler Rs. 1,000 
Note: - The security shall be in any of the forms and subject to the con . 

ditions prescribed in Article 30 of the Kerala Financial Code and 

shall be pledged in favour of the lice using authority . 
14. Power to refuse licence. The licensing authority may , in the interest 
of the eneral public and for reasons to be recorded in writing , after giving 
the dealer concerned an opportunity of stating his case, refuse to grant, re 
issue or renew a licence. 

15. Contravention of conditions of licence etc :-(1) No licensee under this order , 
or his servants or agents or any other person acting on his behalf shall con 
travene any of the termsand conditions of the licence or the provisions of 
this order and if any such licensee , or his agent or servant or any other per 
son acting on liis behalf contravenes any of the terms and conditions of the 
Jicence or the provisions of this order or any other order issued by a compe. 
tent authority under section 3 of the Essential Commodities Act, 1955 
(Central Act 10 of 1955 ) , which is for the time being enforced and which 
relates to any item of the notified foodstuffs mentioned in Schedule I to this 
order , then without prejudice to any other action that may be taken against 
him , his licence may be cancelled or suspended by the licensing authority by 
an order in writing : 

Provided that no order shall be made under this clau e unless the 
licensee has been given a reasonable opp rtunity of stating his case in writing 
against the proposed ca cellation or suspension . 

(2 ) Notwithstanding anything contained in subclause (1) where a 
licensee has been convicted by a Court of law in respect of contravention of 
any order made under section 3 of the Essential Commodities Act, 1955 
(Central Act 10 of 1955), relating to notified foodstuffs , the licensing 
authority may , by an order in writing , cancel his licence:

in writing order forfeiture of the whole or any part of the amount of security 
deposited by him under clause 13 and communicate a copy of the order to 
the licensee.

• believe that notified foodstuffs belonging to or in the possession or under the 
control of any stock holder is stored or kept; 

(e) seize the stock of notified foodstuifs in respect of which , there is 
reason to believe that any provision of this order has been is being or is 
about to be contravened , along with the packages, coverings, or receptacles 
in which suc notified foodstuffs is found or the animals, vessels, vehicles, 
boats or other conveyances, used in carrying such notified foodstuffs and 
thereafter; take all measures necessary for securing the production of the 
stock of notified foodstuffs along with such packages, coverings, receptacles, 
animals , vehicles, vessels or other conveyance so seized before the appropri 
ate Court and for their safe custody pending such production.

( 4 ) Any books of accounts or other documents seized under the 
provisions of sub clause ( 1) shall be returned to the person from whom they 
were seized not later than sixty days from the date of seizure, after taking 
copies thereof or extracts therefroin , if neces páry provided the persons from 
whom they are so seized certified as true , such copies or extracts before 
taking such books of accounts or other documents: 

20. Repeal and Saving . - The Kerala Notified Foodstuffs (Declaration of 
stocks and maintenance of accounts) Order , 1966 and the Kerala Baby 
Food (Declaration of stocks and maintenance of accounts) Order, 1966 are 
hereby repealed :

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AWARD 
This industrial dispute between the above parties has been referred by 
Government under Section 10 (1) (c) of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947, 
for adjudication by this Court by order G. O. Rt. No. 860171/ LSWD dated 
27-4-1971. The issue referred for decision is the legality of the dismissal of 
the workman Velayudhan who was working as a driver under Shri 
K.M. Kunjumon , the opposite party . 

2. Shri K. R. Velayudhan was the driver of goods vehicle bearing 
registration No. K. L. R. 498 owned by the opposite party . At first he 
joined the service of the opposite pariy as a cleaner , but from 1959 onwards 
he was working as a driver . He was doing his duties faithfully but on 
3-6-1970 he was dismissed from service . The dismissal is said to be for no 
reason and without any lawſul justification . The union of which the driver 
is a member intervened for an amicable settlement but owing to the recalci 
trant attitude of the employer no settlement could be reached . The driver 
therefore prays that he be reinstated in the service with back wages and 
other benefits due to him . 

3. The opposite party has filed a written statement in which he has 
raised the following contentions. While doing the duties of a driver , Shri . 
Velayudhan was guilty of gross misconduct. On the 3rd and 26th 
February, 1970 the lorry was used for transporting tapioca from Vettilathode 
to Mangalam dam site. Three trips were run on each occasion . The 
driver collected hire charges at the rate of Rs. 70 for each trip for the 
transporting done on the 3rd and Rs. 90 per trip for the transporting done 
on the 26th ; but he paid the employer only Rs. 60 and Rs. 65 respectively for 
each trip . Thus he had dishonestly misappropriated Rs. 105. When the 
employer came to know of it the driver was charge shceted and an enquiry 
conducted . The driver inspite of registered notice deliberately. abstained from 
the enquiry . On the basis of the enquiry report, the driver was dismissed from 
service. He is therefore not entitled to reinstatement with back wages or 
otherwise . The opposite party therefore prays that an award be passed 
uplolding his contentions and rejecting the claim of the workman for 
reinstatement 

4. Shri Velayudhan has filed a rejoinder reiterating his claim for 
reinstatement and characterising the enquiry conducted by the opposite 
party as a farce . 

5. The point arising for determination in this proceeding is whether 
the disinissal of driver Velayudhan can be justified or not . 

6. That an enquiry was conducted against the workman 
charge of misappropriation admits ofno doubt and is also not disputed 
by theworkman . The entire records of the enquiry proceeding have been 
filed in the case and marked in evidence. It is seen from the records of 
the proceeding that Shri Velayudhan never cared to participate in the 
enquiry inspite of two or three registered intimation sent to him . The 
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enquiry was conducted by an Advocate. Since the driver clitxrately 
abstained , the enquiry was conducted ex parte. Tuo witnesses Ver 
examined of whoin one wils theoposiic party himself. The other witness 
was the person who hire the lorry and paid the amount of the lire to the 
driver. He deposed that for euch trip on the 3rd he paid Rs. 70 and 
for the other day s trip he paid Rs.90 for each trip . The depositions of 
the opposite party in the enquiry slows that a substantial portion of the 
bire amount was misappropriated by the driver. The evilence of those 
witnesses stood unchallenged since they were : ot cross-examined by the 
delinquent driver . In the circumstances the only conclusion that could 
be reached by the enquiry officer was one of guilty and accordingly the 
driver was adjudged guilly . On the basis of this finding Shri Velayudhan 
was disinissed from service. It cannot be said that the enquiry was not 
properly conducted or that there was a failure of natural justice. So 
doubt, the driver did not participate ia the enquiry ; but it was a deliberate 
act for which the enquiry officer cannot be blamed. H. was given 
sufficient and reasonable opportunity to conduct his d fence but he 
deliberately did not avail himself of that opportunity: If the cnquiry 
went against him under the circumstanc s he has to blame hirse! for it 

7. This court is not sittin : as an appellate court against 
the findings of the enquiry officer . The 

findings 
enquiry officer be interfered with only when they are 
pe verse, in the sense that no reasonable person would arrive it that 
finding on the evidence on record . This cou t may come to a different 
conclusion from that of the enquiry officer on the evidence adduced in an 
enquiry proceeding but that is no ground for substituting the findings of 
this court to those of enquiry officer . In other words this court can 
interfere with the finding of an enquiry ollicer only when the conclusion 
reached by him is perverse or when the enquiry was conducted against 
the principles of natural justice. The enquiry conducted in this case 
does not suffer from any of these ingrinities and as such the driver was 
clearly bound by it. ! find that the enquiry was properly conducted in 
confirmity with the principles of natural justice and no interference with 
the finding of the enquiry officer is called for. It follows that the dismissal 
of the driver was proper and has to be upheld . The driver is not 
entitled to the relief of reinstatement. 

In the result, an award is passed as indicated above. It shall come 
in to force on the expiry at 30 days from its publication in the Government 
Gaserte .

This Industrial Dispute between the above parties was referred to this 
Tribunal for adjudication by Government as per G.O. Rt. No. 1380 /73/LBR

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dated 23-11-1973. The issue referred for adjudication is as follows:

2. Pursuant to summons the parties appeared and filed their Vakalaths 
respectively. The Union has submitted their claim statement after seeking 
several adjournments . In the claim statement they have contended as 
follows: 

“ The workers concerned in this dispute are working under the Manage 
ment Society from the year 1961 onwards when the Management started the 
business of purchasing the raw husks and retting the same. Due to the 
peculiar nature of the employment each worker was asked to furnish security, 
which was complied with by all the workers. But the Management cannot 
contend that since the workmen had ſunished security, they are contractors and 
not workmen as provided in the Industrial Disputes Act. Further, there are 
conciliation settlements also between the Management and the Union , regard 
ing the matter of wage rate of workers concerned in this dispute, which 
would show that the Management had already admitted that the concerned 
persons are workmen under the Industrial Disputes Act and so the Manage 
ment is estopped from raising any contention on the contrary . Each of the 
workmen concerned in this dispute was given an appointment order at the . 
outset. 

The denial of employment to the workmen concerned is an act of victi 
misation. No procedural requirements as contemplated in law had been 
complied with by the Management in themitter of denial of employment. 
No misconduct had bean alieged against any of the workmen concerned in 
this dispute. No charge -sheet was issued to any one of them and no enquiry 
had been conducted against any one of the workmen . All the principles of 
natural justice have been violated in the matter of denial of employement to 
them . They were denied employment with effect from 29-5-1973 without 
any reason whatsoever. No notice for denial of employment also had been 
given to any one of them . Each of the workman concerned was receiving 
at the time of their denial of employement Rs. 12 per day." 

The Union concluded with a prayer chat an award may be passed up 
holding their contentions and reinstating the workmen with full back wages 
and continuity of service, 
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3. The Management had also sought -several adjournments before 
filing their reply statement. In the reply statement they have contended as 
follows: 

" There is no employer-employee relationship between the Management 
and the claimants as stated in the claim statement. The claimants are 
contractors and not workmen as provided in the Industrial Disputes Act, 
1947. The allegation in respect of the conciliation settlements is also denied . 
There is no admission made by the Management which would go to show 
that the claimants are workmen . TheManagement is not at all estopped from 
saying that the claimants are not workmen . The claimants are independent 
contractors doing their work by virtue of a contractual agreement. They 
were not appointed as workmen and there is no appointmentorder as alleged 
by the union . The Management is entitled to raise the contention that the 
claimants are not workmen . 

There is no denial of employment and it is not an act of victimisation , 
No procedural formality is contemplated for persons who are not workmen 
and we no allegation of misconduct as far as the contractors are con 
cerned . 

TheManagement has not violated the principles of natural justice and 
the claimants in this case are not entitled to get any relief against the 
Management as prayed for. The allegation that the claimants are receiving 
Rs. 12 per day is false , and stated without any bona fides and there is 
absolutely no denial of employment." 

The Secretary of the Society concluded with a prayer that an award 
may be passed declaring that the persons concerned in this dispute are not 
workmen and they are not entitled to any relief. 

4. The Union submitted a replication in which they have repudiated 
all the contentions of the Management and reiterated their contentions as 
per their claim statement. 

5. The case cameup for evidence and both the parties applied for 
timeincessantly. On 11-12-1974 although the Union had two witnesses on 
their side, since the Management applied for time, time was granted on 
condition that the worker witness should be paid Rs. 5 as cost. On the next 
adjournment date, viz., 7-1-1975 the learned counsel for the Management 
Mr. M.A. Salam filed a statement relinquishing his Vakalath for the 
Management. Registered notice was ordered to be issued to the President 
of the Society immediately . The Union thereafter examined WW1 and 
marked Exts . W1 and W2. The Union s witness was not cross -examined 
and so theManagementwas declared exparte , posting the case for hearing 
to 11-2-1975 . On 11-2-1975 the President of the Management Society was 
absent inspite of accepting the registered notice and so the exparte order 
was made absolute . In the meantime a notice to the Administrator of the 
Society also was issued . But the Administrator also absented inspite of 
accepting the notice , without assigning any reason whatsoever. Therefore 
the learned counsel for the workmen was heard and the mattter was taken 
up for a ward . 
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6. WW1 is Shri P. Sreedharan , one of the concerned workers 
in this dispute. He has deposed as follows in chief: 

“ I was an employee of the Management Society working in the retting 
section . My work was connected with retting raw husk by soaking it in 
muddy water and retting the same. I am a member of the concerned 
Union . I was employed in this work on 31-3-1961. 1 was given the 
appoinment order , which is marked as Ext. Wi. Along with me 12 others 
were also appointed . They

Gopalan , 
Lekshmanan , Nanoo , Sudhakaran , Ayyappan , Govindan , Karunakaran , 
Raghavan , Surendran , Narayanan and Than kappan. All these workers 
were doing the same work with me. All the 13 of us are not having work 
now . We were denied work with effect from 29-5-1973 . There was no 
reason why work was denied to us. At the time of denial of employment 
we were getting on an average Rs. 12 per day. Myself and my Union have 
submitted our demands to the Management. As per our demand dated 
21-3-1969 a conciliation settlement was arrived at before the District Labour 
Officer. A true copy of the memorandum of settlement is produced and 
marked as Ext . W2. This Society has even now assets worth Rs. 31 lakhs. 
It is even now working. All the 13 workers are entitled to get reinstatement. 
We are also entitled to get our full back wages." 

7. The learned counsel for the Union has argued his case succinctly 
referring, to the contentions of the Union as per their statements, and also 
to the sworn statement ofWW1. As mentioned above WW1has unambiguously 
asserted that himself and all the other 12 workmen were appointed by the 
Society as per specific appoinment orders for the same work of retting and 
all of them were denied employment with effect from 29-5-1973 . He has 
marked Ext. W1appointment order in which the Management Society has 
specifically stated about his appointment as an employee to do the work of 
retting, under the Society . He has also marked Ext. W2 which is the true 
copy of the memorandum of settlement signed by the District Labour 
Officer , in which the Management had agreed to pay wages to the concerned 
workmen at the rate of Rs. 2.87 per thousand husk for soaking the same 
and Rs. 3.50 per thousand for taking out the retted husk . These two 
documents cut at the root of the case set up by the Management, viz ., that 
the workers are independent contractors and that they have no employer 
employee relationship . Further after the production of these documents 
the President of the Society and also the Administrator of the Society were 
absenting without assigning any reason whatsoever and so they were 
declared ex-parte. Finally the learned counsel who was appearing for the 
Management, viz ., Advocate Mr. M. A. Salam has relinquished his 
Vakalath and registered notice was issued to the Management regarding the 
same. Although another Advocate has also signed the Vakalath he has 

made his appearance either with Mr. M. A. Salam or even after 
Advocate Mr. Salam has relinquished his Vakalath . These facts would 
show that the Management has lost all their interest in prosecuting the case 
and has left the matter to be decided by the court.

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8. Now , in the light of the contentions of the Union and the oral and 
documentary evidence adduc d by them I have no hesitation to come to the 
conclusion that the case set up by the Union is true and correct and the 
concerned worknen have employer employee relationship with the Manage 
ment. At any rate the workmen have no work at present since they were 
not allowed to continue under the Society. The Management his indirectly 
admitted the denial of employment, althoug i they would say that there is 
no question of denial of employment to independent contractors. Thus 
the 13 workers concerned in this dispute were denied employment by the 
Management Society without assigning any reason whatsoever and even 
without any notice or enquiry . As there is no doubt of employer- employce 
relationship and as admittedly they have not committed any misconduct, 
the workers concerned are entitled to be reinstated in service with continuity 
of service . 

9. WWIhas specifically mentioned in his deposition that they were 
getting on an average Rs. 12 per day during the time of their denial of 
employment. Whether they were getting Rs. 12 per day or not as wages, 
can be ascertained from the documents maintained by the Management 
Society . Regarding back wages, since the establishment is run by a 
Co- operative Society , I do think that it will not be just and reasonable on 
my part tu direct them to pay the full back wages. 

10. Therefore I hereby direct the Management Society to reinstate 
all the 13 workers in service immediately with con.inuity of service and pay 
them , back wages at the rate of half of their wages during the period of 
their non -emloyment. I pass my award accordingly and this award 
shall come into force on the expiry of thirty days from the date of its 
publication in the Covernment Gazette .

The only issue referred by Government of Kerala by Order No. G. O. 
Rt. 476/72 Labour dated 7-4-1972 being an industrial dispute existing bet 
ween the above parties is the following : 

LAY OFF COMPENSATION 
2 . Notice was issued to the parties and in the statement filed by the 
won the following is their case . The union placed certain demands and by 
an agreement before the District Labour Oflicer they agreed among other 
things to refer this issue to this Tribunal for adjudication . This factory run 
by this management was never employing more than 50 workers, but when 
ever there was no work for no fault ofworkers themanagement used to pay 
half day s wages as compensation . This has been given from the very 
beginning of this factory and it has become part of the termsand conditions 
of service . The management for no reason what so ever stopped this abru . 
ptly without any notice to the workers and this stoppage is unjustified and 
illegal. They want this Tribunal to pass order directing this management 
to pay this amount. 

3. In a brief reply statement filed by the management they say that 
there has been no such practice in the establishment and no such lay otr 
compensation was ever paid as a customary practice . Since they were not 
paying such concessions there was no need of notice of such termination . 
Payment of lay off compensation is also not a condition of service. So they 
say that the workers are not entitled to any benefit. There is a rejoinder 
filed by the union . Therein they say that themanagement has unilaterally 
withdrawn this benefit and this cannot be justified . 

4. One of the workers is WW1. He was also working as the Joint 
Secretary of the union , A statement signed by him on behalf of the union 
is marked as Ext. Wi. The rest of his evidence in chief examination is com 
pletely in agreement with what has been stated by the union in their state 
ment. He proves Ext. W3 series. These are said to be cards issued by the 
management It is pointed out that the fact that they have been paying 
lay off compensation is recorded in these cards. It is added by him that 
this is mentioned in the leave book also . Ext. W4 is his leave book . In 
giving leave with wages, days on which the workers are laid off are also 
included . After this settlement to refer this issue for . adjudication the 
management has notmarked this lay off compensation in the attendance 
cards. Such cards are proved as Ext. W5 series. Excepting about 6 or 7 
persons others are not employed for the last three years . 

5. In cross examination he says that there are documents to show that! 
he was employed there . In 1968 there were 31 employees. But the number 
of workers during 1968 to 1972 has never exceeded 31 The company 
manager writes leave books. The management s suggestion is that entries in 
Ext 3 series are made for purpose of this case . Certain answers are elici 
red in re-examination also . 
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6 . The general secretary of the union is WW2. He proves the demand 
notice marked as Ext . W2. He also says that the 

management clericd 
certain benefits which they were paying formerly. In cross he says that he 
has not seen the actual payment of this benefit . 

7. The management examined MW1 who was employed formerly in 
this establishment. He says that whenever they issued cards they issued 
them with the company s scal and signature ofmanagerial persons. Ext.WS 
series are not cards issued by this company. Regarding Ext.W5 series also he 
says the same thing. Regarding Ext W4he would say that it does not 
contain the seal or signature of the company He has not signed it . 
Nobody else also has signed the same. In cross he says that he was working 
there during 1969 to 1971 as manager. There are documents to show this 
and if necessary he will produce those documents. There were only less 
than 30 workers. Themanagement issued attendance cards and leave books. 
They had leave registers and attendance registers . They had also the seal. 
There is a company s seal in Ext.W4, It is not signed by anybody . He 
does not know who has signed Ext. W4 . He has not signed Ext. W3 scries 
or W4. He has worked there only for 11 years. He is not aware of the 
terms of the agreement. In 1971 there was an agitation and at that time 
he was not working there . This management used to get stell quota . He 
denies the allegation that the management used to pay lay off compensation . 

8 . With this evidence on record the union says that they are entitled 
to get lay off compeasation and the management says that they have never 
paid lay off compensation and they are also not bound to pay this. 

9 . It is admitted by both parties that the factory employs only less 
than 50 persons. Evidently this shows that this claim is not based on Sec. 25 
of the Industrial Disputes Act. It is argued by the President of the Union 
that this is a customary benefit. The management was paying this from 
the very beginning of this factory whenever there was no work for no fault 
of the workers. By long practice this has become part of the service condit 
ions and the stoppage of this without sufficient notice is violative of Sec . 
9 A of the Industrial Disputes Act. They refer to Ext. W3, Ext. 14 and 
Ext. W5 . In Ext. W3 series one is a card issued to K. K. Ravi and 
another one is to K. K. Unni. These two persons would have been the best 
persons to speak about it . But the union has not chosen to examine thera 
but the joint Secretary of the union speaks about this. It is not signed on 
behalf of the company. It is also not initialled by anybody on behalf of the 
company. The best evidence would have been the evidence of those 
workers who actually received it. No cogent reason also is given for not 
examining them . So these two cards do not take us anywhere. Ext. W5 
series are two cards. Both are issued to WW1. Those cards, according to 
the union are issued after the settlement to refer this issue to this Tribunal 
was effected . He would add that after this settlement themanagement has 
not noted payment of lay off compensation in these cards. Ext . W4 is the 
leave book alleged to have been issued to WW1. It bears the seal of the 
coinpany. But I do not find anybody having initialled or signed on behalf 
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of the company. The figures inentioned therein take us nowhere to con 
clude that the management had paid lay off compensation on former 
occasions 

10 . Provision is made under Sec. 25 for payment of lay off compen 
sation ; but it is payable only when certain conditions are fulfilled . In the 
absence of these conditions no compensation is payable under the provision 
of this Act. When a clear provision is made to pay lay off compensation 
under the enactinent, can the parties raise a plea that they are entitled to 
get lay off compensation even if these conditions are not fulfilled , if they had 
been getting this under the customs prevalent in a particular establishment. 
While providing for lay off compensation under Sec . 25 the legislature has 
not thought it fit to say that even if it is not payable under this section it. 
should be payable if there is a custom prevalent in a particular establish 
ment. In view of this I find that the workers are not entitled to ask for lay 
off compensation since all the conditions stipulated in Sec. 25 are not 
fulfilled . 

11. The necessary details sufficient to conclude that there existed a 
custom is not made available in this case . The workers are not entitled to 
get compensation under the provisions of the Industrial Disputes Act . 114 
view of this the workers are not entitled to get any lay off compensation . I 
pass this award accordingly .

Rules for implementation of the Panchayat Road 

Development Scheme 
1. The Panchayat Road Development Scheme means and includes 
works in respect of Panchayat Roads of all categories undertaken in 
Panchayat areas. 

2. The following priority should be given to the selection of the 
construction of roads. 

Roads leading to backward areas. 

Roads connecting places of Religious and Socialimportance. 
( iii) Roads leading to markets , fairs and Agricultural fields. 
G. 933 


3. The execution and selection of the works under the Panchayat 
Road Development Scheme in each District shall be under the control of 
the District Panchayat Officer . 

4. Any work under the scheme shall be executed only if the District 
Pancbayat Ohcer concerned is satisfied with the financial position of the 
Panchayat to meet the recurring expenditure for maintenance . 

5. No work shal] ordinarily be undertaken if the total cost of the work 
exceeds Rs. 50,000 . For this purpose, the cost of a work shall not be split 
up so as to bring it within the maximum above specified. For works costing 
above Rs. 50,000 sanction of Government should be obtained . 

6. One third of the cost of the work will be met from the funds of the 
Panchayat or by raising local contribution or through both . 2/3 of the 
cost of the work will be met by Government. 1/3 con ribution for the work 
from the Panchayat or /and public should be speat first before drawing on 
the Government share . 

7. The works costing up to Rs. 5,000 shall be measured by the 
Junior Engineer of the Panchayat concerned where there is a Junior 
Ergincer or by the Junior Engineer of the respective Block in case where 
there is no Junior Engineer in the Panchayat; those above Rs. 5,000 and 
up to Rs. 25,000 by the Assistant Engineer (B & R ) of the P. W. D. and 
those above Rs. 25,600 by the Executive Engineer ( B & R ) of P. W. D. 
having jurisdiction over the area and by such other officers as may be 
auchorised by Government from time to tiine. The practice followed in 
P. W.D. shall be applicable in the case of works taken up urder the 
scheme from time to tine . 

2. Works costing Rs. 4,000 or less shall be entrusted to the Panchayats 
for exccution provided a detailed estimate is prepared and administratively 
sanctioned by the District Panchayat Officer . Only in the case of very 
urgent works execution reed be taken up based on rough cost estimate 
without insisting on detailed estimates. 

9. In the last quarter of every financial year the District Panchayat 
Ollicer will prepare a list of works under the scheme to be executed during 
the succeedicg year . The list will be drawn up after taking into account 
the expenditure to be incurred on works in progress duriug the next 
financial year . 

10. At the beginning of every financial year soon after the budget is 
passed the Government will arrange for the funds provided in the budget 
for the works uzder Par chayat Road Development Scheme being distributed 
amoog the Districts in proportion to their requirements or in such manner 
as Goverumsnt think fit. 

11 . As soon as intimation of the distribution has been received by the 
Listrict Panchayat Officer he shall make selection of as many works as could 
bc executed in the year with the finance earmarked for the District. 


12. The District Panchayat Officer will be competent to accord 
administrative sanction to all works costing Rs. 20,000 and below . The 
Deputy Director of Panchayats will be competent to accord administrative 
sanction to all works costing above Rs. 20,000 but below Rs. 50,000. 

13. Soon after the sanction is issued the Deputy Director of Panchayats 
or District Panchayat Officer shall arrange to take steps for the execution 
of the work . They will also arrange to publish the approved list in the 
office of the District Panchayat Officer and in the respective Panchayat 
Offices. The list of works completed from time to time will similarly be 
published . 

14. Panchayat authorities will prepare and forward the monthly and 
quarterly report of the progress of work to the District Panchayat Officer, 
Deputy Director of Panchayats and the Director of Panchayats will ( in con 
suliation with the Executive Engineer having jurisdiction over the area ) 
and the Director of Panchayats consolidate the reports and forward it to 
the Government and the Accountant General. The Director of Panchayats 
will forward to Government the annual expenditure statement withia six 
weeks of the close of the ycar. 

15. The estimate for the works will be prepared as in the P. W.D. 
for the gross amount and local contribution being specified therein . 

16. Payment for the works will be made by the Panchayat concerned . 
The completion report with all details of work such as name of work , 
quantity of work done , uptodate expenditure, recoveries etc. should be 
recorded in the office of the District Panchayat Officer. The payment 
shall be made only after necessary audit, scrutiny and passing of the bill 
by the Assistant Engineer ( B & R ) of the P. W. D. in respect of works 
costing up to Rs. 25,000 by the Executive Engineer (B & R ) of P. W. D. 
in respect of works costing above Rs. 25,000 and such other officers as may 
be authorised by Government from time to time. 

17. Advance payment may be sanctioned to the Panchayats at the 
direction of the Deputy Director of Panchayats or District Panchayat 
Officer for each work undertaken by the Panchayat subject to the condi 
tion that only 1/3 of the cost of work undertaken should be advanced at a 
time, fresh advance being made after the earlier advance is fully accounted 
for . The works should be got executed within the financial year in which 
such advance is granted and when the works are not executed within the 
financial year concerned immediate steps should be taken , for the recovery 
of the cost in full from the Panchayat, unless extension of time is given by 
Government. 

18. The technical assistance, supervision and control for the 
implementation of the work will be the responsibility of the 2. W. D. staff 
in the Blocks, namely the Overseer, Junior Engineer and the higher officers 
of the P. W. D. ( B & R ) authorised for the purpose by Government and 
also by such other Officers as may be authorised by Government from time 
to time . 
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Note :-By adding the clause and also by such other Officers as may be 

authorised by Government from time to time, the intention 
is that if the P. W.D. (B & R ) staff finds it difficult to manage 
the work as noted in these rules the responsibility of these staff 
can be entrusted to the technical staff in the P. W. D. (Irriga 
tion ) Rural Development Board etc. as the Government thinks 
fit . 


19. Except for the procedure prescribed above, the P. W. D. Code 
and standing orders of Government relating to the execution of works will 
apply . 

20. Such registers and accounts as are prescribed for the offices in the

Rule 4 of Chapter III empowers only the Educational Officers ie , the 
District Educational Officer and the Assistant Educational Officer to approve 
the appointment o ! managers by the Educational Agencies. It is noticed 
that so ne Educational - Agencies have schools in more than ne District and 
some others have schools in more than one region . According to the 
existing provisions, they have to apply separately to all the concerned 
District Educational Officers for approval of the appointment of managers. 
This difficulty can be avoided if specific provision is made empowering he 
concerned Regional Deputy Directors of the Director of Public Instruction 
as the case may be, to approve the appointment ofmanagers in such cases, 
Hence this amendment,

In the G. O. (Ms.) 5 /72/ S . Edn. dated 15-1-1972 it was ordered 
inter -alia that the names of those teachers who were advised by the Public 
Service Commission on 15-11-1951 and 18-2-1952 and who were eligible for 
promotion as H. S. As. (Hindi) as on 1-8-1952 and also the names of those 
who we e not included in the provisional list of H. S. As. as on 1-8-1952 
will be included in the list as on 1-8-1952. It was further ordered that 
separate orders will be issued by Government regarding the re -ranking of the 
candidates advised by the Public Service Commission as on 15-11-1951 and

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18-2-1952 including that of Shri P.C. Joseph , and also on the appeals received 
by Government against the ranking already assigned . Notices have been 
issued to the affected parties and their objections obtained . 

In the Travancore-Cochin Branch List of Hindi Pandits as on 1-8-1952, 
there were 143 sanctioned posts of H. S. As. ( Languages), against which 
144 teachers were accommodated , (i. e. Serial No. 144 in the list was acting 
in the vacancy of Serial No. 26 on reputation ). Thus all the 143 sanc 
tioned posts as on 1-8-1952 were filled up . Government as per the 
G. O.MS. 5 /72 /S . Edo . dated 15-1-1972 issued orders creating 9 additional 
posts of H. S. As. ( Hindi)notionally with effect from 1-8-1952 for accom 
modating the Public Service Commission recruits as per the advice list 
dated 15-11-1951 and 18-2-1952 and who were left out originally in the 
provisional list. 

Government have examined the question in detail and consider that the 
provisional list of H. S. As. (Hindi) as on 1-8-1952 should be finalised . 
Since there has been no complaint against the rank assigned to the first six 
perso : s in that list, they are assigned the very same ranks in the final list 
also . 

Shri R. Parameswaran Pillai, now Assistant Educational Officer, 
Karunagappally , whose rank number in the provisional list is 54 has put 
forth a claim for the 7th place in that list.

The above wages are fixed in relation to the index number of 800 in the 
Quilon consumer price indices published by the Bureau of Economics 
and Statistics, Government of Kerala . All workers ( Pirce-rated as well as 
time-rated workers) shall be paid , in addition to their bovesaiel wages, 
a dearness allowance calculated at the rate of 2 paist per day for every 
5 (Five ) full points in excess of 800 points. In the case of monthly -rated 
workers, the rate shall be 52 paise per month for every 5 (live ) full points 
in excess of 800 points..
